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REMAKES. 

I. 

For  several  years  some  of  our  citizens  have  thought  that 
the  charities  of  our  community  exhibited  a  deplorable  lack  of 
system  and  co-operation.  The  nature  of  our  population  ac¬ 
counts,  perhaps,  for  the  very  considerable  demands  that  the 
poor  make  for  pecuniary  aid,  and  since  there  are  no  relief 
agencies,  (except  mutual  benefit  and  religious  societies,)  those 
seeking  alms  flock  to  the  overseers  of  the  poor.  Whatever  we 
may  think  of  out-of-door  relief  in  theory,  we  can  have  but  one 
opinion  of  its  administration : — that  it  is  in  danger  of  being 
gravely  abused. 

The  poor  man  who  is  a  citizen,  feels  that  his  franchise  gives 
him  a  claim  upon  the  public  purse;  and  this  feeling  is  frequent¬ 
ly  fostered  when  political  influence  assists  the  needy  constituent 
at  the  expense  of  the  poor  rates.  Besides,  it  is  unreasonable  to 
expect  a  small  corps  of  officials  to  examine  thoroughly  the  nu¬ 
merous  cases  of  distress  that  appeal  to  them,  and  to  keep  in¬ 
formed  in  regard  to  the  actual  condition  of  all  the  families  on 
their  books.  As  for  the  churches,  they  find  that  many  families 
form  connections  with  several  religious  societies  for  the  sake 
of  clothing,  food,  money,  etc.,  which  they  secure  through  these 
agencies. 

Now  the  deeper  our  sympathy  is  with  poverty,  the  less  are 
we  willing  to  impose  upon  the  poor  the  further  affliction  that 
results  from  a  bad  system  of  administering  charity.  For  when 
we  give  unwisely,  we  put  a  premium  upon  laziness  and  lying 
— vices  that  need  not  accompany  poverty.  Thus  relief,  as  com¬ 
monly  bestowed,  encourages  the  mendicant  and  breeds  paupers. 

In  a  large  <  town  near  Boston,  eighty-eight  persons  had  for 
years  accepted  out-of-door  relief,  but  when  the  system  was 
changed  to  one  of  in-door  relief  only  eight  persons  could  be 
found  to  receive  aid.  The  astonishing  proportion  of  one  in 
eleven  will,  perhaps,  be  often  found  to  represent  the  relations 
of  the  deserving  poor  to  the  number  of  impostors  who  fatten 
on  charity. 
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To  the  problem  of  poverty  in  our  towns  and  cities,  the  As¬ 
sociated  Charities  brings  as  its  help  to  a  solution  not  a  new 
social  theory,  nor  a  “  barrel,”  but  a  system  of  organized  help¬ 
fulness  and  a  large  force  of  kindly  people.  The  Associated 
Charities  is  not  a  new  society  so  much  as  it  is  a  system  of  co¬ 
operation  among  existing  societies.  A  city  is  divided  into  dis¬ 
tricts  (here  in  Fall  River  there  are  five),  and  a  number  of  vis¬ 
itors  are  assigned  to  each  district,  who  look  up  and  assist  the 
destitute  in  their  territory  and  hold  regularly  a  “  Conference,” 
at  which  methods,  needs  and  difficulties  are  discussed.  The 
motto  of  the  society, — “not  alms,  but  a  friend,” — indicates  the 
spirit  of  the  visitors.  Into  the  shiftless  or  intemperate  family, 
or  where  sickness  has  enfeebled  and  discouraged  the  bread¬ 
winning  power,  the  visitor  goes  with  advice,  sympathy  and  per¬ 
sonal  influence.  A  bit  of  higher  culture,  morality  and  industry 
begins  its  uplifting  power.  The  home  becomes  orderly  and 
temperate,  while  preventable  sickness  largely  disappears. 

Dr.  Chapin,  of  New  York,  discussing  the  problem  of  poverty 
(without  any  thought  or  reference  to  the  Associated  Charities,) 
says : — “  All  permanent  relief  must  start  and  end  in  the  family. 
This  is  a  fundamental  unit  and  basis  of  society  and  of  the  state. 

No  institution  can  take  the  place  of  the  family . 

It  will  be  impossible  to  find  out  the  real  needs  and  weakness 
and  possibilities  of  a  family  without  visiting  them.  If  intelli¬ 
gent  help  is  to  be  extended,  it  must  follow  an  examination  of 
the  circumstances  and  character  of  those  needing;  it.  Owing  to 
frequent  neglect  of  this  plan,  the  large  sums  annually  devoted 
to  charity  have  little  real  and  lasting  effect  in  aiding  the  strug¬ 
gle  for  subsistence.  Something  more  than  money  must  be 
taken  to  the  poor  and  helpless.  We  must  bring  to  them 
knowledge,  foresight,  a  better  judgment,  a  stronger  will,  and 
to  a  certain  extent  must  exercise  these  qualities  for  them,  until 
they  begin  to  give  evidence  in  some  degree  of  possessing  them. 
We  must  try  to  fortify  them  for  a  successful  struggle,  and  not 

simply  tide  them  over  a  week  of  hunger . 

The  only  kind  of  help  that  does  good  and  not  harm  is  that 
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'wliicli  leads  to  self-help,  and  this  efficiency  and  self-reliance 
must  be  the  slow  growth  of  a  personal  education.” 

The  conclusion  of  this  distinguished  physician,  who  for  years 
has  studied  the  poor  of  New  York,  is  precisely  the  idea  of  the 
Associated  Charities  in  Fall  River  and  elsewhere,  viz  :  a  co-op¬ 
eration  of  all  the  charitable  organizations  of  the  city — public, 
private  and  religious,  together  with  benevolent  individuals — in 
order  that  by  a  more  systematic  and  personal  method  of  reach¬ 
ing  the  needs  of  the  poor,  a  more  enduring  good  shall  result. 

II. 

On  January  10,  1888,  in  response  to  an  invitation  from  the 
“  Fruit  and  Flower  Mission  of  Fall  River,”  Robert  Treat  Paine, 
Esq.,  of  Boston,  addressed  a  meeting  of  citizens  at  the  Church 
of  the  Ascension,  on  the  subject  of  Associated  Charities.  The 
Rev.  Dr.  Mix,  the  Hon.  John  W.  Cummings  [then  Mayor], 
and  the  Hon.  Andrew  J.  Jennings  also  spoke  in  favor  of  organ¬ 
ized  charities.  Later  in  the  evening  a  Citizens  Committee  of 
Thirty-one  was  chosen  to  take  into  consideration  the  proposition 
to  form  an  Associated  Charities  in  our  city. 

The  Committee  approved  the  idea,  and  on  the  28tli  of  Jan¬ 
uary,  1888,  adopted  the  present  Constitution  of  the  Associated 
Charities  of  Fall  River.  On  the  11th  of  February,  1888,  a 
Board  of  Officers  was  chosen,  and  also  an  Executive  Committee  : 
a  provisional  General  Council  already  existed  in  the  Committee 
of  Thirty-one.  On  the  10th  of  March  the  limits  of  five  Dis¬ 
trict  Conferences  were  described.  On  the  28th  of  April,  1888, 
the  society  chose  J ohn  R.  Hoeg,  Esq.,  its  temporary  agent.  The 
same  meeting — since  it  was  the  date  of  the  annual  meeting — 
re-elected  the  Board  of  Officers,  chose  thirty  persons  to  become 
members  of  the  General  Council,  and  also  appointed  an  Exec¬ 
utive  Committee  of  six,  a  Finance  Committee  of  three,  and 
an  Advisory  Board  of  three. 

Mr.  Hoeg  retired  from  his  position  at  the  end  of  May,  and 
our  present  most  efficient  agent  began  her  duties  in  June,  at 
the  rooms,  (60  North  Main  Street,)  which  had  been  secured  as 
the  central  office  of  the  Association. 
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III. 

In  tlie  first  year  of  such  work  as  ours,  there  are  several 
difficulties  that  will  naturally  arise, — ignorance  on  the  part  of 
those  who  wish  to  assist,  and  on  the  part  of  the  public  incom¬ 
plete  sympathy  or  imperfect  knowledge  of  our  objects.  More¬ 
over,  the  first  activity  of  the  society  must  be  somewhat  nega¬ 
tive,  and  consist  in  surveying  the  field,  in  discovering  what  co¬ 
operating  charities  have  done,  and  in  learning  who  the  worthy 
and  who  the  unworthy  are  of  those  families  that  have  been  accus¬ 
tomed  to  receive  aid.  The  first  movements,  then,  of  our  Asso¬ 
ciation,  must  necessarilv  be  a  little  more  mechanical  than  its 
subsequent  activity.  The  result  of  the  first  year’s  work,  how¬ 
ever,  has  been  most  satisfactory,  as  can  be  seen  by  a  glance  at 
the  schedule,  page  12-13. 

The  figures  in  the  tabular  views  tell  something  of  the  work 
done  by  the  Conferences,  but  they  by  no  means  describe  the 
labor,  the  enthusiasm  and  the  devotion  of  all  the  working  mem¬ 
bers  of  the  Association.  The  personal  element  which  gives  to 
our  method  its  peculiar  quality,  cannot  be  indicated  by  figures. 

One  interesting  test  of  the  value  of  our  undertaking  is  seen 
in  the  nature  of  the  subjects  to  a  consideration  of  which  it 
leads.  The  Conferences  find  themselves  discussing  sanitation, 
temperance,  food  and  its  preparation  among  the  poor,  truancy, 
cruelty  to  children,  etc.  The  significance  of  the  work  that  the 
society  has  in  hand  is  constantly  becoming  more  and  more 
apparent. 

The  society  has  received  many  kindnesses  and  many  gifts 
the  past  year,  but  it  wishes  especially  to  express  its  obligations 
to  Mr.  Robert  Treat  Paine  for  his  interest  and  advice,  to  Miss 
Smith,  of  the  Associated  Charities  of  Boston,  who  addressed 
the  Conferences  in  December,  and  to  the  physicians  of  the  city 
who  have  so  willingly  given  medical  assistance  to  the  poor.

District  No.  1.  Commencing  at  the  westerly  end  of  Lo¬ 
cust  St.,  running  thence  easterly  by  Locust  St.  to  Robeson ; 
thence  southerly  by  Robeson  to  Bedford  ;  thence  westerly  by 
Bedford  to  Twelfth  ;  thence  southerly  by  Twelfth  and  Eight 
Rod  Way  to  Lyon ;  thence  westerly  by  Lyon  and  Middle  St.  to 
Mt.  Hope  Bay ;  thence  northerly  by  the  easterly  shore  of  said 
Bay  to  the  point  of  beginning. 

District  No.  2.  All  of  that  part  of  the  city  lying  north 
of  Locust  Street. 

District  No.  3.  Commencing  at  the  easterly  end  of  Locust, 
running  thence  westerly  by  Locust  to  Robeson  ;  thence  southerly 
by  Robeson  to  Bedford  ;  thence  westerly  by  Bedford  to  Twelfth  ; 
thence  southerly  by  Twelfth  and  Eight  Rod  Way  to  the  north¬ 
erly  shore  of  the  Quequechan  River ;  thence  easterly  and 
northerly  by  the  northerly  shore  of  said  River  and  the  westerly 
shores  of  the  South  and  North  Watuppa  Ponds  to  the  point 
of  beginning. 

District  No.  4.  Commencing  at  the  center  of  Eight  Rod 
W ay  and  on  the  southerly  shore  of  the  Quequechan  River,  run¬ 
ning  thence  southerly  by  Eight  Rod  Way,  Laurel  Street  and 
Bent  Street  to  the  Rhode  Island  line;  theneee  asterly  by  the 
Rhode  Island  line  to  the  South  Watuppa  Pond  ;  thence  north¬ 
erly  and  westerly  by  the  westerly  and  southerly  shore  of  said 
Pond  and  the  Quequechan  River  to  the  point  of  beginning.

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consrsTiTUTioisr. 


I.  Name. 

The  name  of  this  society  shall  he  “  The  Associated  Chari¬ 
ties  of  Fall  River.” 

II.  Objects. 

The  objects  of  this  society  are : — 

To  secure  the  concurrent  and  harmonious  action  of  the 
different  charities  of  Fall  River,  in  order, — 

To  raise  the  needy  above  the  need  of  relief,  prevent  beg¬ 
ging  and  imposture,  and  diminish  pauperism  : 

To  encourage  thrift,  self-dependence  and  industry  through 
friendly  intercourse,  advice  and  sympathy,  and  thereby  help  the 
poor  to  help  themselves,  rather  than  help  them  by  alms. 

To  accomplish  these  objects  it  is  designed, — 

1.  To  provide  that  the  case  of  every  applicant  for  relief 
shall  be  thoroughly  investigated. 

2.  To  place  the  results  of  such  investigations  at  the  dis¬ 
posal  of  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  of  charitable  societies  and 
agencies,  and  of  private  persons  of  benevolence. 

3.  To  obtain  employment,  if  possible,  and  if  not,  to  ob¬ 
tain,  as  far  as  necessary,  suitable  assistance  for  every  deserving 
applicant,  from  public  authorities,  charitable  agencies,  or  from 
benevolent  individuals. 

4.  To  make  all  relief,  either  by  alms  or  charitable  work, 
conditional  upon  good  conduct  and  progress :  in  order  that 
wherever  possible,  the  needy  may  graduate  from  the  rolls  of 
relief ,  and  their  children  be  prevented  from  falling  into  need . 
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III.  Members. 

Tlie  society  shall  consist  of  the  following  persons  : — 

1.  All  members  of  the  General  Council. 

2.  All  members  of  the  District  Conferences. 

3.  Annual  members  (all  persons  who  shall  have  contribu¬ 
ted  within  a  year  not  less  than  $5  to  its  funds). 

4.  Life  members  (all  persons  who  shall  have  contributed 
at  any  one  time  not  less  than  $50  to  its  funds). 

IV.  Officers. 

The  officers  of  this  society  shall  be  :  a  President,  two  Vice- 
Presidents ,  a  Corresponding  Secretary ,  a  Recording  Secre¬ 
tary  and  a  Treasurer ,  who  shall  be  elected  by  the  General 
Council  at  its  annual  meeting,  and  who  shall  hold  office  for 
one  year,  or  until  their  successors  are  appointed. 

These  officers  shall  be  the  officers  of  the  General  Council 
and  of  the  Executive  Committee  thereof.  Any  vacancies  in 
the  offices  shall  be  filled  by  the  General  Council. 

V.  General  Council. 

The  general  management  of  the  affairs  of  the  society  shall 
be  vested  in  a  General  Council,  which  shall  consist  of  three  del¬ 
egates,  including  the  chairman  and  secretary,  from  each  chari¬ 
table  association  connected  with  this  society ;  and  of  such  per¬ 
sons  not  exceeding  fifty  in  number,  as  may  be  elected  by  the 
General  Council ;  of  the  Mayor,  the  State  Superintendent  of 
Indoor  Poor,  the  State  Superintendent  of  Outdoor  Poor,  three 
Overseers  of  the  Poor,  a  Trustee  of  the  Fall  River  Hospital, 
the  City  Marshal,  the  City  Physician,  and  of  all  persons  who 
are  ex -officio  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

The  connection  of  any  charitable  association  with  this  soci¬ 
ety  shall  be  determined  by  such  association  and  by  the  Gener¬ 
al  Council. 

VI.  Executive  Committee  of  the  General  Council. 

There  shall  be  an  Executive  Committee  of  the  General 
Council,  which  shall  consist  of  the  officers  of  the  society  and 
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of  seven  members  of  the  General  Council ,  whom  the  Council 
shall  elect  at  its  first  meeting  after  the  annual  meeting.  The 
chairman  of  the  Board  of  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  the  President 
of  the  Society  of  St.  Vincent  de  Paul,  the  President  of  the  Fall 
River  Fruit  and  Flower  Mission,  and  the  representatives  of  such 
other  charitable  bodies  as  the  General  Council  shall  direct, 
shall  be  ex-officio  members  of  the  Executive  Committee. 

This  Committee  shall  meet  monthly  and  whenever  called  by 
the  president  or  any  two  members  thereof.  Said  Committee 
shall  exercise  all  powers  of  the  General  Council,  unless  the 
Council  shall  otherwise  direct. 

VIT.  Duties  and  Powers  of  the  General  Council. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  General  Council  to  cause  a  full 
registry  of  all  applicants  for  charitable  aid,  and  a  record  of  the 
aid  given  them,  to  be  kept ;  to  procure  the  establishment  of 
district  conferences,  to  give  aid  and  encouragement  to  such  con¬ 
ferences,  to  exercise  a  general  supervision  over  them,  and  to  see 
that  full  reports  from  them  are  promptly  made  ;  to  prepare  in¬ 
structions  as  to  the  duties  of  district  visitors,  to  control  the 
funds  of  the  society,  to  take  suitable  measures  for  the  attain¬ 
ment  of  the  objects  of  the  society,  and  to  make  a  written  re¬ 
port  thereon  at  the  annual  meeting. 

It  may  adopt  such  by-laws  as  it  may  think  proper  for  its 
own  government  and  that  of  the  officers  and  agents  of  the  so¬ 
ciety,  and  for  the  better  attainment  of  the  objects  thereof  ;  but 
no  by-laws  shall  be  adopted  or  altered,  and  no  election  of  a 
member  of  the  Council  shall  be  had,  except  upon  notice  in  the 
notification  of  the  meeting  at  which  such  action  is  proposed  to 
be  taken. 

VIII.  District  Conferences. 

A  District  Conference  of  the  Associated  Charities  shall  be 
established  in  each  ward  or  other  convenient  division  of  the 
city.  It  shall  be  composed  of  any  members  of  the  General 
Council,  Overseers  of  the  Poor  and  of  all  authorized  agents 
or  visitors  engaged  in  the  relief  of  the  poor  within  the  district, 
who  act  under  the  State  Board  of  Lunacy  and  Charities,  un- 
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tier  the  Overseers  of  the  Poor,  or  any  charitable  organization 
connected  with  the  society,  and  of  sncli  other  persons  as  may 
be  elected  to  the  Conference. 

Each  District  Conference  shall  choose  a  chairman,  a  secre¬ 
tary,  and  a  delegate  to  the  General  Council,  and  may  adopt 
any  by-laws  not  inconsistent  with  the  constitution  and  the  by¬ 
laws  of  the  General  Council ;  and  it  shall,  subject  to  the  con¬ 
trol  of  the  General  Council,  manage  the  work  of  the.  society 
within  its  district,  and  shall  deal  only  with  the  cases  of  per¬ 
sons  resident  in  its  district.  Each  District  Conference  shall 
hold  an  annual  meeting  on  the  second  Tuesday  in  April,  and 
weekly  meetings  for  the  discussion  and  distribution  of  cases. 

IX.  Duties  of  District  Conferences. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  District  Conference  to  see  that 
every  application  for  aid  from  persons  living  within  the  district 
is  thoroughly  investigated ;  to  study  how  applicants  for  relief 
can  be  made  self-supporting  ;  to  obtain  aid  from  the  appropri¬ 
ate  sources,  for  deserving  applicants  who  are  unable  to  earn 
support ;  to  organize  for  these  purposes  so  large  a  corps  of  vis¬ 
itors  that  only  a  small  number  of  cases  need  be  assigned  to 
each  volunteer  visitor  ;  to  see  that  each  case  is  assigned,  visited 
and  reported ;  to  see  that  such  reports  are  made  to  the  central 
office  as  the  General  Council  shall  require ;  and  to  establish  an 
office  and  employ  an  agent  for  the  district,  if  so  directed  by 
the  General  Council. 

Visitors  shall  not  use  their  position  for  any  purposes  of 
proselytizing. 

X.  Meeting. 

The  annual  meeting  of  the  society  shall  be  held  on  the  last 
Tuesday  in  April,  and  special  meetings  may  be  called  by  the 
President  or  any  two  members  of  the  General  Council. 

XI.  Amendments. 

This  constitution  may  be  amended  at  any  meeting  of  the 
society,  provided  that  notice  of  an  intention  to  move  an  amend¬ 
ment  thereto,  shall  have  been  given  in  the  notification  of  the 
meeting  at  which  it  is  to  be  acted  upon.
